R.A.F. have been keeping up un¬ 
ceasing warfare on German centres 
and subjected Turin, Italy to heavy 
raids. It was the first time the bomb¬ 
ers had crossed the Alps though Ital¬ 
ian points have been raided from the 
Mediterranean. Heavy raids have been 
made in Sicily. 

The total R.A.F. loss of bombers 
between April and Sept. 8 in raids ov¬ 
er western Europe have been 538.

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Soldiers’ Dependents 


1I7HEN so much consideration is being given to in- 
dustriul life in respect to increased cost-of-living 
bonuses, a very pertinent question discussed in the news¬ 
papers is “What of the soldiers’ dependents?” Are 
they not finding the increased cost of living a strain 
that should be relieved ? There has been thought for 
the civil service .employees, and for various types of ^ 
workers who are not so deserving of thought, as the 
wives and children of enlisted men. 

A soldier’s wife with two children to take care of gets 
a separation allowance of $36, and $12 for each child. 
The maximum which any soldier may assign to his wife 
is $26 of his pay. This leaves him with only $14. In 
most instances it is said, the wife with two children is 
living on about $80 or less a month. 

On that sum many women are keeping up the home 
which the family maintained when the head of the 
house was in peace-time occupation. They pay rent or 
taxes. They pay for fuel, which has increased consider¬ 
ably in many parts of Canada, and all living costs have 
gone up. 

If their husbands had been employed in industry at 
home at $1800 a year, they would have been eligible for 
a raise in pay every time the cost-of-living registered 
an increase. But because the husbatjds are in-the fore¬ 
front of national effort, and not at home to threaten 
strikes, their case is not regarded as pressing. 

It is true that Canadian soldiers are highly paid in 
comparison with other countries. But Canadian cli¬ 
matic condition^ and other facto*rs, tend to make the 
cost-of-living in this country higher than elsewhere. 

One way of minimizing the disparity between the eco¬ 
nomic position of the soldier and the civilian, is to re¬ 
cognize the effect which increased cost-of-living is hav¬ 
ing upon the income of the soldiers’ dependents. This 
comes far ahead of bonuses to workers in industry or 
civil service. 


Welcome to Airmen 


(From The High River Times) 


/AN September 23, the High River Elementary Fly- 

^ing Training School will be officially opened to 
the public. It will be recalled that on June 28, all mili¬ 
tary camps in operation over Canada held “open house” 
to.which the general public was invited.. But on that 
date the High River school was in process of moving 
from Lethbridge to the local site, and was unable to 
arrange the public ceremonies such as were observed in 
other training quarters. 

However, the announcement of the official opening on 
September 23, is all the more welcome through the de- , 
lay. Moreover, the people of town and country are even 
more interested now in the setup and operation than 
they were at the time the school was established. Daily 
the young trainees fly overhead, and,there are few 
amongst us who do not waft a thought upward, hoping 
that the young trainee makes a good flight and u happy 
landing. Observing constantly the arduous.training in¬ 
volved in this flying phase alone, onlookers have, a new 
appreciation of the quality and daring of these young 
men, and the vast amount of instruction which must be 
entailed before they are qualified to enter active combat. 
It is reported, and readily believed, that the elementary 
training given in the High River school is of high stand¬ 
ard, fitting the young men thoroughly for the next stage 
of their work. 

The heads of the school, the different instructors in 
both ground work and flying, all share in the responsi¬ 
bility for the standard of attainment amongst the train¬ 
ees. They are responsible to great degree for the spirit 
of the school. It falls to them to diagnose the ability 
of all these ambitious youths and to direct them in the 
line of greatest adaptibility. 

The maintenance crews have great responsibility in 
constantly checking the airworthiness of the craft with 
which flights are made. Safety and s»curity of ma¬ 
chines rest with them. All other departments of the 
school—the kitchen staff, the hospital, the recreational 
facilities—all have their impo tant part in maintaining 
the morale and confidence of the young trainees who are 
to be the front line of national defence. 

The High River Elementary Flying Training School 
is one important link in the vast British Commonwealth 
Air Training plan. Young Canadians and Americans 
from farms and cities, from every occupational line, of 
every racial heritage, pass through this school in prep¬ 
aration for a most valorous phase of military endeavor. 

The establishment of the school at High River has 
value and impressiveness, quite aside from the numer¬ 
ous material benefits which it may bring and has 
brought to the district. Officers and members of the 
permanent staff are becoming a part of the town in their 
interests and associations. The classes of young train 
ees who come and go, are the highest type of young 
Canadians, in whom all must take pride.

Church Notes 


Visitors from the United States marvel at our compla- 
ceny and say war fever there is more intense than hprei 
But although one country is at war and the other is not— 
officially at least—there are some points of similarity. For 
one thing the President of one and the Premier of the oth¬ 
er country were long enough i:\office to accumulate a host 
of critics whose attitude toward the war effoit is influenced 
by personal or political bitterness. In the United States 
they accuse the President of forcing.them into the war. In 
Canada the chief complaint against the Premier is that he 
was and is lukewarm and has to be prodded into aggres- 
ive action. 

In a way the militant Japs are very childish. They go as 
far as possible with aggressive words and deeds but every 
time the curb is applied they do not hesitate to plead that 
their prestige is involved and some concession must be 
made,.or they, will lose face. Very often it succeeds. Bri 
tain and the United States will do a good deal to keep any 
country out of the axis ambit. Even' the feeble and im 
poverished Spain of Francisco Franco has to be kept sweet, 
because we do not want to take on any more comers. We 
have gone so far to appease Japan that we are likly to dis 
please China. 

The Nazis must think they have softenea the United 
States sufficiently to % make that country believe their lies 
in opposition to the report of the Navy Department and 
the commander of an American destroyer. There are still 
people in the U.S. who believe that the British torpedoed 
theAthenia, and there are others who don’t care and who 
still think it was a smart trick of the Germans to blame it 
on the British. Some of these are Representatives; some 
are Senators. Germany will never do anything so criminal 
as to outrage their feelings. That would be impossible 
although after war is declared they will have to pretend 
that .they are shocked and grieved. 

While in London the Canadian Premier reported the 
King as telling him how pleased and gratified he is with 
Canada’s war effort. On his return he said the same of Mr. 
Churchill. That’s what we call good politics. That is what 
they would say if they said anything about it, but in any 
event they would not deny it. He said also that it is Mr 
Churchill who wants a Vichy representative in Canada 
There is only one reason why M. Rene Ristelheuber is re 
tained and it is a religio-political one, with which Mr 
Churchill has no concern, but he could not make denial of 
Mr. King’s statement if he would. 

He is sure he went to England at the right time and that 
his visit has helped. He does not believe it would have 
been so successful if it had been earlier. If it was timely 
then public pressure to have him go was not exerted any 
too soon, but there can be no question that he again has 
been pushed into a position which he has made politically 
profitable. It is not every Canadian Prime Minister who 
has been able to quote the King and Prime Minister of Bri¬ 
tain as supporters of his programme and policy. It is to be 
hoped no one will mar the picture by recalling Mr. King’s 
opinions of Mr. Churchill on other occasions when Mr. 
Churchill was right. 

That Mr. King is willing to take advantage -uf such con 
tacts was shown in 1926 when he conducted a campaign 
against Lord Byng of Vimy, then Governor-General, rail¬ 
ing in violent fashion against Downing St. domination.Lord 
Byng had allowed him to continue as Prime Minister al 
though Mr. Meighen had been returned with a larger 
group. Defeated in a House vote, he asked for dissolu 
tion which the Governor very properly refused. The sue 
ceeding election campaign was conducted along the lines 
indicated. It turned out afterwards that it was Mr. King 
himself who suggested a reference to Downing St. which 
Lord Byng had declined. 

—« 

It seems anomalous that Vichy, our enemy, should have 
a representative here while our ally, Russia, has none, but 
the same religio-political reason accounts for both. It 
not alleged however, that it is Mr. Churchill’s desire that 
Canada should thus cold-shoulder a country that, Godless 
or not, is fighting on our side. 

One German paper calls the R.A.F. raid on Berlin on a 
night last week as “rotten and disgusting.” It would be 
unfortunate that the same paper, a year ago, told of raids 
on London that were similarly devastating—it would be un¬ 
fortunate but for one thing the very fact that it calls the 
R.A.F. raid as rotten and disgusting shows its readers have 
lost whatever sense they ever had and are ready to swa! 
low anything from day to day that Dr. Goebbels prescribes 
for them. The only thing they won’t swallow now is Goer 
ing’s assurance that Berlin will never be bombed except 
over his dead body. 

Strategic timing is an essential in strikes as in other 
forms of war. Union leaders do not care how a strike af¬ 
fects the public; they indeed select a time when it will hurt 
the public, hoping that the public will exert its influence to 
avert the strike by making the employer yield to the 
strikers. A C.I.O. affiliate called on Campbell Soup em- 
ptOyees to strike last week. It would have ruined the to¬ 
mato crop in the district affected, but Premier Hepburn 
stepped in and announced that if farmers would take the 
place of the strikers he would throw enough police around 
the plant to protect them. The result is not known at thi. 
writing but we are willing to wager as to what it will be 

Hon. Norman Mcljirty may not be the right man for the 
portfolio of I>abor, but"if so it is because he is a lawyer 
His feebleness in handling strikes may be due to pressure 
from above and around him, but no matter what the cause 
the remedy is not to be found in giving the portfolio to e 
Labor man as one editorial critic suggests. There is an 
Inherent objection to a railway m»h being minister of rail¬ 
ways. It is not in the public interest that he even come 
from a railway centre. An employer of non-union labor 
has as much right to be Minister of Labor as a trade union¬ 
ist has, but from the public standpoint a farmer represent¬ 
ing a purely agricultural riding would make a better Min¬ 
ister.

One of the newest developments in 
flying instruction is the Link trainer. 
Schools operating under the Empire 
Training plan are equipped with these 
miniature planes which are on station¬ 
ary base. The High River Elementary 
school is fortunate in having three of 
these machines and the young train¬ 
ees are required to complete ten hours 
flying blind by instruments by this 
means.’ 

The Link machine is operated by 
vacuum created by a turbine base. By 
means of bellows opening and closing 
at proper moments the machine simu¬ 
lates the performance oi aircraft in 
flight under varying atmospheric 
conditions. 

There are two types of Link Train¬ 
ers; the Visual Link, in which the pros 
pective pilot gets his first taste of fly¬ 
ing; and the Instrument Lank, in 
which the more advanced student pilot 
learns to read, interpret and react to 
instruments.

taught the use and control of one in¬ 
strument, a new one is introduced, ana 
operated in conjunction with the first, 
a third one is added, and so on, until 
the entiret panel has been taught and 
the student’s reactions to the readings 
become as automatic as driving a car. 

By the trainer is a desk on which is 
a duplicate set of instruments which 
register the same as those on the in¬ 
strument board of the trainer. On the 
table also is’ a flight log recorder, com¬ 
monly called the “crab” which records 
every turn or motion of the craft dur¬ 
ing “flight.” The student may study 
the impression left by the inked wheel 
of the “crab” and learn thereby what 
to do or what not to do the next time 
he climbs into the machine. A micro¬ 
phone and earphones on the table dup¬ 
licate those in the machine. 

In early days the pioneer pilot flew 
only in daylight hours, and when wea¬ 
ther conditions were favorable. Today 
our airmen fly with little regard for 
weather or hours. It is necessary
